A. V  Manufacturing  Industry 

A  1,000  -ton  oil  tanker  has  been  launched  at  "1  Mai”  Ship¬ 
yard  in  Braila.

B,  Chemical  Industry  ‘ 

The  electrode  section  at  "Carbochiiri'’  Plant  has  begun  to  pro¬ 
duce  125,.  175  and  225  millimeter  electrodes  for  the  iron  and  steel 
industry.  Contactors  for  trolley  buses  and  carbon  electrodes  for 
welding  are  being  produced  experimentally  with  a  view  to  their  pro¬ 
duction  on  an  industrial  scale.  (Faclia ,  27  April  i960,  p  l) 

In  1959  the  annual  production  capacity  of  the  Soda  Products 
Works  at  Ocna  Mures  was  200,000  tons  of  crude  sodium  carbonate.'  In

A  new  semicellulose  plant  will  soon  go  into  operation  at  Con¬

P.  Nonferrous  Metallurgy  , 

On  23  April  i960  a  conference  was  held  at  the  Baia  Mare  Min¬ 
ing  Trust.  It  was  organized  by  the  mining  section  of  the  regiune 
branch  of  ASET  and  the  Department  of  Nonferrous  Mines.  Among  those 
attending  were  Ehgr  loan  Georgescu,  representing  the  Department  of 
Nonferrous  Mines  in  Bucharest,  and  Engr  Petru  Vlad,  director  of  the 
Baia  Mare  Mining  Trust.
